The treasurer confessed judge- 
ment in favor of Mr. Huntington, and the 
court at Richmond appointed General W. 
C. Wickham as receiver.

strikes are now on have applied to Gov- 
ernor Beaver for the appointment of a 
large number of special policemen have a 
very light foundation.
